REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The Applicant claims 
a nickel metal hydride storage battery, comprising: a battery case; and 
a group of electrode plates arranged in the battery case, the electrode plates including a 
positive electrode plate comprising nickel hydroxide, wherein the battery case 
comprises outer wall members that define (a) a battery case main body having a hole 
and (b) a lid for closing the hole; the battery case comprises a first portion made of a 
metal or a laminate of a metal and a resin, and a second portion made of a resin without 
metal present; and an area of the outer wall members occupied by the first portion is 20 
% or more and 90 % or less. 

In the prior art of record, Komori et al., U.S. Pat. Application Pub. 2004/0137320, 
teach an alkaline storage battery including an outer wall made of a laminate of metal 
and resin. 

However, the prior art of record, taken either alone or in combination, fails to 
disclose or render obvious the battery case comprising a first portion made of a metal or 
a laminate of a metal and a resin, and a second portion made of a resin without metal 
present; and an area of the outer wall members occupied by the first portion is 20 % or 
more and 90 % or less.
